Tha above is free Dollaem's own atataaant in Ida Interrogation. Tha report 
of Hr* Dulles, who handled the negotiations with Qanaral Wolff and hla aides, 
lndloatee that after tha Initial contact by Baron Parrilll, Pollj— m appeared, 
representing General Wolff, to Initiate surrender talks. At that tlaa ha waa 
given the names of tm> prominent prisoners whom the Germans were holding and 
whoa we desired to b# releaaed aa evidence of good faith. This waa dona. 
Oollwann alao went to Saitserland with Wolff on more than one occasion in con- 
nection with the surrender talks. Wolff, In hla statement of tha surrender 
nagotiatlona which appears in Ur. Dulles 1 report, states how Dollmaim oarrled 
cut co 23 April 19U5 a meeioo from Wolff to kssselrlng to explain tha broad 
outline# of tha surrender nagotiatlona. Dollmazm waa east due to tha fact that 
*! had cant his and my old confidants S3 Standartenfwehrer Poll— n and Staff 
Doctor meson. It thus appears that Dollmann did actively participate 
la the aurrandar nagotiatlona at no small ride to blaaalf. 

(e) WEWK8R - Wanner la Bugene Wanner, formerly a SS Sturmbannfwahrar. **•, too, 
according to Mr. Dulles* raport, was an aids of Qanaral Wolff and accompanied 
Wolff on soma of hie trips to dwitaerland In oooneetion with tha a u rr an d a r 
nagotiatlona. We— r waa tha Osman officer authorised by Qanaral Wolff to 
represent him in tha final surrentor nagotiatlona which started at Caearte on 
28 April 19U5 and coded with tha signing of tba surrender on 29 April 
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Wanner signing for Wolf f • It thus appears that Wanner did paticipate in tha 
aurra n dar negotiations at no snail ride to bl ast ! f . 

(d) Wa have no infomaticn that U r * TbOlaa made any promises or coaoitnanta 
to Dollaann or Wanner, nor do wa hay# any information as to whathar Rusamann 
and Parllli unde any sooh coandtnanta. Husamazm was connected with Hr* Dulles 
In aoaa of tha connections in Switsarland, errilli, of co ur se, would have no 
authority to hare aeda any oacaeitrcenta binding upon tha Allies* Whether or not 
binding coawltnanta ware made to ^llmann and Wanner, It s e ems that wa ova 
a one consideration to thaaa nan* 

3« Actually, «r* Dulles made no comsitmenta to Oollaam or Weimar, nor did ha 
authorise axy other parson to asks such commitments. Tha position of CIO 
with reference to Dollaann and Wanner la aa foil ernes While thaaa aan 
received no comnitasnts aa to their future treatment, their sarrloes in 
connection with tha Sunrise Operation cannot be na l ootod, for tha future 
of American intelligence It Is essential that thaaa men be given sane son- 
eideratlon at least to the extant of keeping than from ale treatment at the
